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BRIDGEND COLLEGE FACES 

£1.3m FUNDING *BLACK HOLE* 


Shock cutbacks 
could wipe out 
adult education 
in the borough 


ADULT education 
classes throughout 
Bridgend county 
borough are under 
threat - because of 
a funding crisis. 

A report to Bridgend 
councillors this week 
reveals that Bridgend 
College is hkely to pull 
the plug on the funding it 
provides to the council to 
run these courses because 
it faces a £1.3m black 
hole in its finances this 
year. 

The college has 
already scrapped its full 
time A-level provision 
and axed 16 lecturing 
posts. 

It provides 60 per cent 
of the funding for the 
Adult Community 
Learning (ACL) courses, 
and withdrawing it could 
see 60 per cent of the 
classes planned to start 
next September scrapped 
- including all qualifica¬ 
tion-based computer 
courses. 

More than 1,500 local 
people would lose the 
chance to attend these 
courses, and people aged 
60 and over could lose 
up to 90 per cent of the 
places previously provid¬ 
ed for them. 

The shock report was 
written by Mark 



Shephard, who is head of 
healthy living in the well¬ 
being directorate at 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

A top-level meeting of 
the cabinet and executive 
officers of BCBC took 
place on Tuesday to dis¬ 
cuss the position, and this 
followed a meeting of the 
governors of Bridgend 
College, which agreed to 
carry on funding two 
courses aimed at helping 
people back into work - 
but only for a year. 

And this provision is 
likely to be at the 
expense of the leisure 
courses which have been 
run until now. 

It is unknown if this 
offer will be accepted, as 
the council has to exam¬ 
ine all the implications. 

Although the service 
in Bridgend has priori¬ 
tised running courses for 
people who need help in 
basic skills, it has also 
provided a “significant” 
number of courses 
classed as leisure learn¬ 
ing. 

These courses have an 
impact on the overall

TOURISM and leisure 
operators are being 
offered the chance to 
lease part of Porthcawl 
seafront for the sum¬ 
mer season.

Council deputy leader 
David Sage said that this 
was a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity and he was looking 
forward to seeing what 
ideas are put forward. 

Bidders have until 
Monday, July 13 to put 
in their proposals.

well being of participants 
and have a large percent¬ 
age take up, in particular 
from older people in the 
county borough. 

Classes in this catego¬ 
ry include yoga, flower 
arranging, musical instm- 
ment tuition, cookery, 
crafts, art, languages, 
computers, woodwork, 
creative writing and 
sewing. 

Almost 2,000 people 
enrolled on the courses 
which started last 
September, and the vast 
majority were aged 40 
and over, w hi le 900 were 
over 60. 

Mr Shephard said that 
the council gets £252,000 
funding from its fran¬ 
chise arrangement with 
Bridgend College, and 
this brings in a further 
£40,000 in fees from par¬ 
ticipants - making the 
arrangement worth 
£292,000 to the council 
each year. 

The report says; “This 
franchise funding is cur¬ 
rently at risk as the col¬ 
lege has been forced to 
review its level of sup¬ 
port for adult community 
learning because of sig¬ 
nificant cut backs in the 
overall budget.” 

Talks have been under¬ 
way to try and safeguard 
as much of the provision 
planned for 2009/10 as 
possible. 

Bridgend College is 
also insisting that the 
council increases the fees 
at its classes to £2 an 
hour from the £L50p it 
currently charges. This 
would bring it in line 
with the college. 

This is under review 
but if agreed, fees would 
increase by 38 per cent 
for 2009-10. No assess¬ 
ment has been done of 
how many students 
would be lost if this hap¬ 
pened. 

Bridgend College is 
also requesting that the 
council withdraw all con¬ 
cessions for the over-60s 
- as the college already 


does. The council’s posi¬ 
tion is being reviewed. 

Mr Shephard said that 
the loss of computer 
courses would come on 
top of the decision by the 
University of Glamorgan 
to shut its Llynfi Valley 
Project last December. 

In all, the number of 
computer courses avail¬ 
able to adults in the bor¬ 
ough would be reduced 
by more than 95 per cent 
as a result. 

Access to all types of 
courses for those over 60 
years of age would be 
reduced by more than 90 
per cent, as the remaining 
resources at the council 
would have to be redi¬ 
rected into providing 
courses for people of 
working age seeking to 
improve their skills. 

Mr Shephard warned 
that such a reduction in 
adult learning would 
have implications on the 
mental and physical 
health and well being of 
local people. 

He added that jobs 
would be at risk includ¬ 
ing those of tutors. 

The college has made 
an offer to provide 
£100,000 of funding for 
two special projects 
aimed at increasing the 
skills of the unemployed 
and those already in jobs 
- but for just one year. 

However, the core 
adult community learning 
provision would not be 
able to continue as 
before, and there would 
be a drop in funding of 
£95,000. 

Bridgend College has 
refused to comment on the 
possible withdrawal of 
funding for adult classes. 

A spokesman said they 
had no statement to 
release to the media at the 
moment, and they may or 
may not decide to make 
one in the future - but 
there was no commitment 
on their part to do so. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said that they were work¬ 
ing closely with Bridgend 
College on this issue. 
There will be a report to 
cabinet with an update 
shortly. 


Police hunt bogus callers 
who robbed elderly man 


POLICE in 
Bridgend are inves¬ 
tigating a distrac¬ 
tion burglary at 
around 2.30pm on 
Saturday, June 27 
in Sarn, when an 
82-year-old resident 
had £150 in cash 
stolen from his 
house by a man 
purporting to be 
from the water 
authority. 

He was allowed to 
enter the house after 
being told that checks 
were being made to 
water supplies in the 
area and the suspect 
wanted to check the 
stopcock and taps. 

However, after a short 
while the victim became 
suspicious and asked the 
man to leave. 

It was not until the 
following day that he 
realised he was the vic¬ 
tim of a distraction bur¬ 
glary. 

Police believe three 
men were involved in 
the incident, with 
Midlands accents. Two 



were seen to leave the 
house and a third was 
waiting in a nearby 
parked car. This was 
described as a new 
model, dark grey ‘3’ 
series BMW with the 
rear side windows dark¬ 
ened. 

One suspect was 
described as between 34 
and 38 years old, of a 
large build, about 5ft 
lOins tall with thick 
black, wavy hair. He had 
blue eyes and was wear¬ 
ing a blue and white hor¬ 
izontally striped jumper, 
light blue jeans and 
white trainers. 

The second suspect 
was described as

between 26 and 30 years 
old of slim build, and 
about 5ft 3ins tall. He 
had short, straight light 
brown hair with ginger 
streaks. 

He had freckles on his 
nose and below his eyes. 
He was wearing a thick 
black suede waist length 
jacket with a white col¬ 
lared shirt and grey 
woollen type trousers 
and black shoes. 

The third man, sitting 
in the passenger seat of 
the BMW, was white, 
aged 18 to 20 years old 
of slim build. 

He had thick blond 
hair which was long in 
the front and spiked. He 



had a pale complexion 
and was wearing a white 
vest top. 

Detective Constable 
Andy Williamson of 
Bridgend CID, said: 
“This is an appalling 
crime against an elderly 
person, who had entrust¬ 
ed the man to enter his 
home. 

“I would appeal to 
anyone who saw men 
fitting these descriptions 
in the area at this time to 
come forward with 
information.”

^Bridgend a dead 
town after 5pm 
because of these 

drunken yobs’ - claim 


POLICE are being urged 
to implement the powers 
they have to prevent peo¬ 
ple from drinking on the 
streets of Bridgend. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council has created a designated 
public places order covering all of 
the town centre, which gives 
police the power to confiscate 
alcohol from anyone creating a 
nuisance on the streets. 

Traders in the town, including 
restaurateurs, say that unruly yobs 
are ruining their businesses and 
driving away respectable families 
and patrons. 

Franco Scuto, of the Poco Poco 
restaurant in Wyndham Street, 
said that he had complained 
repeatedly to police about the bad 
language of these youngsters and 
the way they abuse people, but 
nothing is being done. 

Mr Scuto, who also runs Zia 
Nina in Dunraven Place, said that 
gangs of drinkers gather opposite 
his restaurant, often from as early 
as 10am. “They fetch their giros 
and then they buys cans of lager 
and they hang around drinking. 


They have their tops off and they 
abuse my customers. I have no 
lunch-time trade at all in Zia 
Nina.” 

Vicky Perks, president of the 
chamber of trade, said that the 
issue of problems with abusive 
and drunken behaviour on the 
streets of the town centre had been 
raised repeatedly with police at 
every chamber meeting. 

The meeting heard that a pilot 
scheme to licence outdoor seating 
areas at cafes and pubs was being 
brought in for Bridgend and solic¬ 
itor Rachel Hillier said that it was 
essential that the licensing author¬ 
ity made sure that no nuisance was 
being caused by people seated at 
those tables. 

Ms Perks said that police were 
patrolling the town every day as 
they pass her shop. “We have 
community officers in the town 
centre and we can ring them if 
there are problems.” 

Mr Scuto felt that action was 
needed. “The police and the coun¬ 
cil are not doing anything for us. I 
have seen young girls swearing at 
police officers and they do noth¬ 
ing. The language they used was 


disgusting, but the police did not 
act.” 

Felicity Ladbroke said that this 
was not acceptable. 

Mr Scuto called for zero toler¬ 
ance of this behaviour in the town. 

“Bridgend is a dead town after 
5pm. It is a ghost town. People are 
too terrified to come in to the 
restaurants because of the yobs,” 
he pointed out. 

Further approaches will be 
made by traders to police to 
enforce the new alcohol restric¬ 
tions to try and improve public 
behaviour.

THE DEBT WE OWE BRAVE MEN AND 
WOMEN WHO DEFEND OUR FREEDOM 


D uring ‘the 

troubles’ in 
Northern 
Ireland, Britain’s 
armed forces all but 
disappeared from 
public view. 

To prevent attacks on 
serving personnel, they 
withdrew behind the 
wire defences of military 
bases. Uniforms stopped 
being worn in public, 
except for parades and 
families did not speak of 
their military connec¬ 
tions. 

After the fall of the 
Berlin Wall, and the end 
of the Cold War, the 
need for strong, well- 
trained and equipped 
armed forces in Britain 
seemed diminished. 

The days of nation on 
nation war seemed gone 
and cuts were made to 
defence budgets, estates, 
personnel, planning and 
equipment. Seduced by 
increased affluence, we 
failed to see new threats 
growing. 

Armed Forces Day 
celebrations were held 
here in Bridgend recent¬ 
ly with veterans, cadet 
forces, serving military 
and their families taking 
part. 

Our armed forces are 
out from behind the wire 
and visible again. There 
is again pride in our mil¬ 
itary personnel, families 


and communities for the 
work they do on our 
behalf and a growing 
awareness of the threats 
we face. 

As a member of the 
Defence Select 
Committee, I help scruti¬ 
nise the work of the 
Ministry of Defence, so 
need a knowledge and 
understanding of the mil¬ 
itary. 

The Armed Forces 
parliamentary scheme 
helps build that under¬ 
standing and knowledge 
- in my case, by giving 
access to the work, train¬ 
ing, skills and people in 
the RAF. 

Recently, I undertook 
a five-day tour of front 
line squadrons. On the 
fifth day, we left RAF 
Lyneham, to undertake 
manoeuvres around 
Salisbury Plain in a 
Chinook helicopter 
before heading for RAF 
Odiham. 

The Chinook is the 
warhorse of the modern 
military; its twin engines 
and long body give it 
tremendous lifting and 
carrying capacity for 
both men and equip¬ 
ment. 

It is essential for sup¬ 
plying forward bases in 
conflict zones with food, 
water, equipment and 
communications from 
home.

forward bases is danger¬ 
ous work; often carried 
out under attack from 
small arms, rockets and 
missiles. The training on 
Salisbury Plain prepares 
the four-man crew for 
operations in hostile set¬ 
tings. 

Connected to the ceil¬ 
ing of the helicopter by a 
long lead, I hung onto 
the open side door of the 
machine as it was flown 
in constantly changing 
directions to make it a 
difficult target to hit. 

Sometimes flying 
sideways or feet above 
the grass, then skywards, 
quick descents and land¬ 
ings were followed by 
rapid ascents. 

Down below on the 
plains were tanks, sol¬ 
diers and armoured vehi¬ 
cles undertaking exercis¬ 
es. The helicopter 
descended near an armed 
group to pick up a trailer 
full of equipment. 

From the hatch mid¬ 
way down the machine, 
a crew man lowered a 


hook to pick up a net- 
enclosed trailer filled 
with equipment and flew 
it to a second unit for 
use. 

Descending into small 
openings in copses of 
trees and landing in 
small marked spaces on 
the ground ready to off 
load or load men and 
equipment was hair-rais¬ 
ing. 

The crew were skilled 
professionals, with a 
bond of trust in each 
other and a clear pride in 
their work. 

RAF Odiham is the 
home of three Chinook 
squadrons. They have 
taken part in actions in 
the former Yugoslavia, 
Bosnia, Croatia, Kosovo, 
Sierra Leone, Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

In one room alone, a 
display showed 40 of the 
personnel of the Chinook 
squadrons who had 
received awards for 
bravery over the past 
eight years. 

The Chinooks are 


called to carry out a vari¬ 
ety of duties, as well as 
serving in battle zones. 
They are present in the 
Falkland Islands; on 
standby to assist in a 
national emergency and 
to provide support and 
assistance in peace keep¬ 
ing and UN humanitari¬ 
an operations. 

I watched an RAF 
medivac unit of anaes¬ 
thetists and paramedics 
practise jumping from 
the Chinooks and 
retrieving casualties to 
take back to base hospi¬ 
tals. 

Speedy evacuations 
can save lives and in 
Afghanistan, the 
Chinooks are on standby 
24/7 to help UK, coali¬ 
tion and civilians injured 
in the battlefield. 
Missions like this take 
place all over the world 
in all sorts of weather 
and terrain so practice is 
imperative. 

Talking to engineers, 
pilots, military police, 
logistics officers, move¬ 
ment and loading per¬ 
sonnel, medical staff, 
padres and personnel 
officers about their work 
and life in the military 
has been inspirational. 

All have been proud 
of the work they do. All 
trained hard to improve 
their performance. 

All took individual 
ownership of responsi¬ 


bility for performance 
and success of their unit. 
This mutually supportive 
ethos is highly effective 
and forms the strong 
bond between those who 
are serving or have 
served in the military. 

During the armed 
forces celebrations in 
Bridgend, one man was 
honoured for his service 
by his comrades in the 
British Legion. 

Captured in the Far 
East, he had been forced 
to help build the evil 
Burma railway before 
being taken to Japan as a 
forced labourer. Unlike 
so many he survived, 
and is now in his 90s; a 
brave man who faced 
unimaginable cruelty on 
our behalf. 

On June 6, we also 
remembered those who 
on D Day took the fight 
for freedom back onto 
mainland Europe, many 
having trained for the 
landing in the dunes and 
fields around Porthcawl. 

Together, they ensured 
we have the freedom to 
live within a rule of law 
guaranteeing individual 
rights and equalities - no 
matter what sex, reli¬ 
gion, colour, sexual ori¬ 
entation or ability. 

Today’s armed forces 
continue that fight and 
we civilians owe them 
gratitude, support and 
recognition

I DO not wish to 
appear to hog 
the Letters page 
and particularly not 
to appear to be 
attacking Carwyn 
Jones, who I am 
sure is a nice man, 
but he does leave 
himself open to crit¬ 
icism when he airs 
his views, this time 
about the Assembly 
(about which he 
should know quite a 
great deal), and the 
House of Lords (of 
which he seems to 
be less well- 
informed). 


The gist of his argu¬ 
ment is that “the power 
of those unelected 
Lords” should be cur¬ 
tailed and given to the 
Assembly. 

While the House of 
Lords was at one time 
occupied by non-elect- 
ed hereditary peers, 
together with bishops 
etc, only 92 of those 
unelected peers now sit 
there. 

Since the 1999 
House of Lords Act, the 
rest of ‘the Lords’ are 
formed from a non- 
elected, non-democratic 
group appointed by 
patronage, mainly of 
the existent govern¬ 


ment. Laws are being 
planned to strip life 
peers of their peerage 
in certain circum¬ 
stances. All we have to 
do is be patient. 

As for Mr Jones’ 
comments about the 
Assembly, I wouldn’t 
be too sure that if a ref¬ 
erendum were to be 
held in Wales tomor¬ 
row, as to the need or 
desirability of the con¬ 
tinuation of the 


Assembly, that a size¬ 
able proportion of the 
electorate would reject 
its presence. 

Certainly, a large 
majority would not 
wish any further pow¬ 
ers to be given to it. 

The word Senydd is 
being mis-used at the 
moment; it’s still just 
an Assembly on a valu¬ 
able piece of real estate.

CCTV vital for policing but 
needs more cash - council told 


A FULL review of 
the way in which 
the CCTV camera 
system operates in 
Bridgend is to be 
carried out. 

The Corporate 
Resources and 
Improvement Scrutiny 
Committee has set up a 
research and evaluation 
panel following a pres¬ 
entation members 
received on the service. 

David Sutherland, 
head of ICT and 
Customer Contact at the 
council, said that a busi¬ 
ness plan was being pre¬ 
pared with a view to 
increasing the potential 
of the service and for it 
to become revenue-rais¬ 
ing. At the moment, all 
the cost is borne by the 


county borough. 

He said that the view 
of councillors is now 
being sought about the 
future direction of the 
service. Workshops have 
already been held with 
police. 

Coun Huw David, 
cabinet member for 
resources, said that 
CCTV was vital to 
policing and provided 
crucial evidence in court 
and by supporting police 
operations. It was also a 
key part of regeneration, 
but he said that invest¬ 
ment was needed to 
improve the service. 

The panel will consult 
with partner organisa¬ 
tions about the service 
and look at funding 
arrangements. It will 
also see if it could be 


operated commercially 
to bring in revenue. 

An analysis of the 
service has identified a 
number of strengths and 
weakness: Strengths 
include the fact that it 
works well with police, 
is involved with town 
centre traffic manage¬ 
ment and has links to the 
Store-Net and Night Net 
radio links.

Primary school teachers who 
apply this summer will be able 
to be overseas as early as 
January 2010.

Police appeal after break-in 
at Island Farm prison camp 


POLICE in Bridgend are 
investigating criminal dam¬ 
age to the listed building at 
the former World War Two 
prisoner of war camp at 
Island Farm. 

Damage has been caused to 
fencing around the site, and 
near the tunnels which have 
been preserved on the camp. 

Island Farm was the scene of 
the biggest escape attempt 
made by German prisoners of 
war during World War Two, 


when 67 high-ranking Nazis 
tunnelled to freedom from Hut 
9 of the prisoner of war camp 
on March 11, 1945. 

Bridgend Neighbourhood 
Inspector Jay Winslade-Gregory 
said: “Over a period of weeks 
there have been a number of 
incidents of damage to this his¬ 
toric site. 

“We are treating this very 
seriously and will be increasing 
patrols in the area. Anyone 
found causing damage to the 
preserved building and their 


environs will be arrested and 
prosecuted. 

“Island Farm is an important 
historical area for Bridgend and 
this type of behaviour will not 
be tolerated.”

School pupils engineer a 
100% score in challenge 


EVERY year, the 
Engineering 
Education Scheme 
Wales, in partner¬ 
ship with the Royal 
Academy of 
Engineering, sets a 
formidable chal¬ 
lenge and throws 
down the gauntlet 
to year-12 and 13 
pupils across Wales. 

This year, the gauntlet 
was picked up by a team 
from year-13 in 
Porthcawl 
Comprehensive. 

The challenge is 
unique to each team but 
is always a real-life 
problem, currently being 
faced by an engineering 
company. 

The team’s job is to 
help solve the problem 
with a cost effective 
solution that is as green 
as possible. 

Porthcawl were 
teamed up with TVonics, 
a national company who 
make digital TV set top 
boxes. 

The problem? Digital 
TV will soon replace 
analogue broadcast tech¬ 
nology. When this hap¬ 
pens, all TV sets must be 
digitally compatible. 

Instead of replacing 
old analogue TVs, many 
are opting to use a digi¬ 
tal set top box. 

The team were set the 
task of enabling set top 
boxes that use only 
SCART connections to 



be connected to TV sets 
which are not SCART 
compatible, by designing 
an RF to SCART modu¬ 
lator. 

TVonics challenged 
the team at Porthcawl 
Comprehensive School 
to use their electronics 
knowledge to design a 
solution. 

The solution would 
need to be able to con¬ 
vert the signal presented 
at the SCART output to 
an RF analogue signal 
that could be presented 
to the TV’s aerial socket 
and “tuned-in” by the 
customer. 

The Porthcawl team 
set to work and, eventu¬ 
ally, judging took place 
at the Celtic Manor 
Resort, Newport, and the 
team were required to 
give a presentation of 
their solution to a panel 
of judges, who then 
interviewed and ques¬ 


tioned them extensively. 

How did they do? 
There were 10 prize cat¬ 
egories on offer and the 
Porthcawl team managed 
to win the “Best 
Working 

Model/Prototype” 

award. 

In fact, not only did 
the team win, but they 
were the only team out 
of 80 schools, represent¬ 
ed by more than 500 
pupils from across the 
whole of Wales, to gain 
a perfect score of 100 
per cent in all categories 
judged!

Lung disease: AM highlights long 
waiting times for local treatment

Wales highlighted the 
fact that although one in 
five people in Wales live 
with a lung condition, 
patients still face a post¬ 
code lottery when it 
comes to healthcare 
services. 

Services such as pul¬ 
monary rehabilitation are 
only available in half of 
Wales. In Bridgend and 
surrounding areas wait¬ 
ing lists are now more 
than a year long. 

Pulmonary rehabilita¬ 
tion is a course with 
input from doctors, nurs¬ 
es, physiotherapists, 
dieticians and occupa¬ 
tional therapists, that 
helps people manage 
their lung condition with 
confidence. 

Research has proven 
that successful pul¬ 
monary rehabilitation 
can reduce both the 
number of emergency 
hospital admissions and 
the overall number of 
days spent in hospital for 


people with respiratory 
problems. 

The benefits of pro¬ 
viding an adequate serv¬ 
ice are significant, both 
for those with lung dis¬ 
ease, and for the NHS in 
Wales. 

Members of Breathe 
Easy Bridgend, 

Myrddyn Jones from 
Bryncethin and Allan 
Bayliss from Nantymoel, 
attended the event and 
“relished the opportuni¬ 
ty” to let Assembly 
Members know about 
the services they believe 
should be made avail¬ 
able to all people with 
lung disease.

Steam locomotive arrives to 
join the Garw Valley Railway 


THE ‘new genera¬ 
tion’ Garw Valley 
Railway recently 
took delivery of a 
steam locomotive 
to be restored and 
used on the line. 

The locomotive, a 
Robert Stephenson & 
Hawthorn 0-4-0ST 
number 7705 of 1952, 
used to operate at the 
former Ely Paper Mills 
in Cardiff and is now 
owned by a consortium 
of Vale of Glamorgan 
Railway Company 
members, the 7705 
Locomotive Group. 

The loco, at one time 
owned by the National 
Museum of Wales, was 


once based at the for¬ 
mer Caerphilly Railway 
Centre and spent some 
time at the Gwili 
Railway, 

Carmarthenshire, before 
becoming a static exhib¬ 
it at the former 
Industrial and Maritime 
Museum at Cardiff 
Docks. 

The locomotive is 
part way through an 
extensive rebuild by the 
group, whose ages vary 
between 20 and ‘late 
40s’ and are also mem¬ 
bers of the Bridgend 
Valleys Railway 
Company. 

It is intended to 
restore the locomotive 
for use on the Garw 


Valley line and it is 
hoped that the project 
will enable other volun¬ 
teers to gain new skills 
and experience in her¬ 
itage engineering. 

Most of the fabrica¬ 
tion work, and all of the 
assembly, will be per¬ 
formed by railway 
members. The boiler is 
being restored off-site 
and will be delivered to 
Pontycymer 
Locomotive works for 
final assembly. 

The 7705 Group 
estimate a period of 
three years to restore 
the loco to operational 
status, but cannot prom¬ 
ise a firm completion 
date due to other com¬ 


mitments with the 
Bridgend Valleys 
Railway Company. 

The 4.5 mile line is 
situated in Bridgend 
county borough and 
runs from Pontycymer 
at the head of the 
steeply-graded and pic¬ 
turesque valley, to a 
point at Brynmenyn 
close to Tondu station 
on the Maesteg Branch. 

The current operating 
base of the line is locat¬ 
ed at the site of the for¬ 
mer Pontycymer station, 
where the two-road 
locomotive works hous¬ 
es the rolling stock.

Vale MP is upbeat about 
defence college prospects 


VALE MPJohn 
Smith is continuing 
to put the case for 
the controversial 
MoD Defence 
Technical College, 
as reactions come 
in from around the 
area to the recent¬ 
ly-submitted plan¬ 
ning application. 

Mr Smith told The 
GEM: “There will be 
more students receiving 
training at the £12 bil¬ 
lion Defence Technical 
College in St Athan than 
undergraduates being 
taught at Cardiff 
University each year. 

“Each year, up to 
25,000 students from the 
Army, Navy and Air 
Force will receive train¬ 
ing in engineering, com¬ 
munication and informa¬ 
tion systems skills at St 
Athan. In 2008/09 there 
were 20,593 undergradu¬ 
ates at Cardiff 
University.” 

Mr Smith, who has 
always been at the fore¬ 


front of the campaign to economy by turbo- 
bring the DTC to Wales, boosting it towards a 
continued: “This record 
investment will firmly 
establish south Wales as 
a centre of educational 


excellence. 

“Like Cardiff 
University, which has 
Nobel Prize winners on 
its staff, I believe the 
DTC will become a 
world beater. Each year, 
thousands of trainees 
will leave St Athan qual¬ 
ified in some of the most 
sought-after civilian 
recognised technical 
skills in the world. 

“Already, major com¬ 
panies are looking to 
Wales, because here at 
St.Athan for the next 25 
to 30 years there will be 
a rich supply of highly- 
skilled engineers.” 

Mr Smith insisted: 
“This project is transfor¬ 
mational. It will trans¬ 
form the training of our 
Armed Forces from tra¬ 
ditional chalk and talk to 
interactive e-learning. 

“It will transform the 
reputation of the Welsh 


knowledge-based econo¬ 
my and transform 
employment opportuni¬ 
ties for our youth.” 

The credit crunch, 
and the huge sums need¬ 
ed by the Government to 
prop up the banks, have 
led to rumours that the 
DTC’s funding may be 
under threat. 

However, Mr Smith is 
relentlessly up beat 
about the project, and 
pointed to the fact that 
the Ministry of Defence 
(MoD) had recently pro¬ 
vided an extra £44 mil¬ 
lion to underwrite the 
cost of essential works 
to keep the DTC project 
on track. 

This third tranche of 
underwriting costs 
means that the MoD has 
now committed nearly 
£85 million to the plan. 
The latest cash injection 
has been agreed by the

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Rhodri’s friends bring touch 
of South American passion 
to the classical repertoire 



W E journalists 
have to write 
about most 

things but - to be honest 
- classical music is not 
my forte. 

The truth is, I love music 
with lyrics - Sondheim, 
Springsteen, Cole Porter, 
Randy Newman or any other 
great songwriter. 

I can appreciate instrumen¬ 
tal music, but the technical 
judgements that appear in a 
typical classical review are 
beyond me. 

To forestall someone else 
from saying so, this reviewer 
doesn’t know his di mi nuendos 
from his crescendos, nor does 
he know his allegros from his 
al dentes. 

Nevertheless, having really 
enjoyed the concert in All 
Saints Church, Porthcawl, last 
week, featuring Porthcawl 
piano virtuoso Rhodri Clarke 
(playing as a member of the 
Bolivar soloists), I figure that I 
should have a shot at it. 

Rhodri, a former Porthcawl 
Comprehensive pupil, has now 
made Holland the base for his 
classical music career, and has 
given recitals already with the 
Berlin Philharmonic, and the 
Lucerne International Music 


Festival - among others. 

However, it is obvious that 
he gets a real buzz playing 
with friends in the Bolivar 
Soloists (he is the only gringo 
in this Latin American ensem¬ 
ble) and they play in a style 
that is quite different from the 
usual classical evening. 

There are four others in the 
group but at All Saints, they 
were missing one member, as 
double-bassist Hernan Matute, 
from Venezuela, could not get 
his visa processed in time. 

Nevertheless, the quartet 
absolutely filled the church 
with sound - sometimes haunt¬ 
ing and sad, sometimes vibrant 
and colourful - and you could 
close your eyes and imagine 
that far more musicians were 
there. 

If the group has a leader, it 
appears to be the flautist Efrain 
Oscher, a native of Uruguay, 
who introduces the songs and 
cuts a flamboyant figure on 
stage with his beard, long hair 
and bright red shirt. 

The violinist, Juan Manuel 
Gonzalez, is Venezuelan, and 
the cellist, Pablo Bercellini is 
Argentinian. All members of 
the group work extensively in 
Europe, with orchestras or on 
projects such as the Bolivar 
Soloists. 


A relatively short first half 
of the programme was pre¬ 
dominantly ‘traditional’ with 
pieces by Bach and Mozart, 
and it was, to my untrained 
ears, pretty well flawless - 
made up of difficult pieces 
played beautifully. 

However, after a short inter¬ 
mission, the style changed, 
with featured sections from 
Argentina, Cuba and from 
Venezuela. 

Efrain explained that the 
Cuban songs were in the style 
of the Buena Vista Social 
Club, and they did, indeed 
have that ultra-relaxed feel, 
allied to the subtle rhythms 
that gave the Cuban artists 
such a world-wide following. 

Similarly, songs by three 
different Venezuelan com¬ 
posers provided a faster, more 
flamboyant mix of songs, with 
plenty of opportunities for the 
soloists to show off their virtu¬ 
osity - all the time working 
within ever-changing rhythms. 

You could pick up pretty 
clearly where Leonard 
Bernstein drew his inspiration 
for some of the West Side Story 
score. 

However, the Argentinian 
section was my favourite - and 
this time Efrain explained that 
all the pieces were by Astor 


Piazzolla, who is credited with 
re-working the traditional 
tango and bringing it into the 
modern era, using elements of 
jazz and classical. 

It has made him popular in 
his native land, too. Efrain 
explained: “He is a real nation¬ 
al hero -second only to 
Maradona!” 

Piazzolla’s music moves 
from desperately haunting sad 
themes to moments of real 
drama in an instant - and it 
was particularly when playing 
his pieces that there seemed to 
be more than just four musi¬ 
cians on stage. 

Apparently, many of his 
melodies have been used as 
backgound music in films, and 
it is not difficult to see why. 

So, a good audience that 
almost filled the church 
enjoyed a fine evening. It 
would be good to see the 
Bolivar Soloists back again in 
Porthcawl, perhaps in a bigger 
venue. 

Who knows, maybe their 
complex Latin rhythms would 
be a good fit in the Porthcawl 
Jazz Festival? 

They would bring the aver¬ 
age age of the performers 
down a bit too.

News from the Fonmon Apiary 


WHILE last month 
was not exactly 
flaming June, the 
weather was most 
acceptable. 

All the hives have 
been (and still are) very 
active. The months of 
May, June and July are 
viewed as the swarming 
period and, much as I 
have tried to stay on top 
of the bees and their 
needs, two of my five 
hives have swarmed. 

Other events in my 
life have prevented me 
from carrying out a 
weekly inspection, so I 


must suffer the conse¬ 
quences of my actions - 
or more to the point - 
the lack of them. 

Not being a commer¬ 
cial beekeeper, this is 
not a disaster. 

Examining the two 
hives which had 
swarmed, revealed 
sealed queen cells. These 
and other observations 
confirmed for me that 
swarming had indeed 
taken place. As there are 
several sealed queen 
cells in each hive, I have 
taken the opportunity to 
start two new hives. 

Simply put, it consists 


of a smaller version of 
the brood-chamber (box) 
having five frames of 
honeycomb in it instead 
of 11. It is termed a 
nucleus as that is just 
what it is - the nucleus 
of a new beehive. 

Into this box will go a 
frame which has a sealed 
queen cell on it, a frame 
of sealed and emerging 
brood, plus frames with 
honey and pollen in 
them. 

Bees from the same 
hive and from other 
hives, if needed, are gen¬ 
tly shaken in. Many of 
these will be nurse bees.

which along with those 
emerging, will become 
the occupants of the new 
hive. 

Older foraging bees 
will, of course, have 
been shaken in, but they 
will eventually fly back 
to their own hive. 

The beekeeper has to 
provide food (liquid 
sugar) for the nucleus, as 
it will not have any for¬ 
aging bees of its own. 

The queen cell will, in 
due course, hatch, some 
two weeks later she will 
take a mating flight and 
if it has been successful, 
she will proceed to lay 
eggs and start to popu¬ 
late the hive. 

The sealed brood will 
also be emerging and 
adding to the numbers. 
This expansion will be 
accommodated by trans¬ 
ferring the bees to a full- 
sized hive when the 
extra numbers indicate 
the need for more room. 

That is it, very simply 
put. However, timing, 
knowledge and experi¬ 
ence do come into play 
and failure is always 
around the comer. Such 
is the beekeeper’s lot. 

So how is the Apiary 
at Fonmon progressing 
this year? Very well is 
the answer... Honey has 
been taken off for the 
first time in two years, 
some 400 jars in fact. 

Thanks to the oil-seed 
rape, the weather and (of 
course) the diligent work 
of the ladies of the 
hives, this beekeeper is a 
very happy man. 

The downside, of 
course, is the ever-pres¬ 
ent Varroa mite. Will we 
ever be rid of it?

This 130-page chap¬ 
ter on noise and vibra¬ 
tion has proved prob¬ 
lematic - it was revised 
and is no easy read. 

It’s not only the new 
training activities. 
Engine testing has been 
a major problem, since 


the VC 10 contract 
came. Such high distur¬ 
bance should never have 
been permitted, yet the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government is taking it 
as baseline acceptability 
for future noise, instead 
of seeing the ending of 
the contract in 2014 as 
terminating an unac¬ 
ceptable activity. 

Engine testing noise 
is incompatible with the 
training college. While 
most residents in West 
Camp and Boverton 
may be expected to 
become accustomed to 
the noise, many of the 
military trainees, in resi¬ 
dence for a few weeks 
or months, could be 
highly disturbed. But 
because they don’t 
exist, Entec’s document 
virtually ignores this.

Entec conducted a 
two-day survey, on May 
12-13, 2008, during 
VC 10 engine running. 
They say: “unfortunate¬ 
ly” there were high 
winds with gusts up to 
18 mph. That’s “unfor¬ 
tunate” for Entec, 
because the results are 
unreliable. 

Upwind noise levels 
are lower and probably 
also downwind levels, 
compared with normal, 
low breeze conditions 
when noise refracts 
groundwards over 
obstacles. Entec should 
be required to measure 
during ‘worst case’ 
noise conditions. 

They are proposing to 
move engine testing to a 
site south of the runway, 
closer to Boverton. 

Entec recommend a 10- 
metre high bund as 
noise barrier, but not on 
the west side, and don’t 
say how limited an 
effect such a barrier 
would have. 

The whole approach 


over engine testing is 
wrong. Entec propose 
some mitigation, assum¬ 
ing it’s to continue, yet 
show the noise level is 
“high” and the distur¬ 
bance “significant”. 

The high and 
increased levels of dis¬ 
turbance say it’s not 
acceptable, neither for 
trainees nor for resi¬ 
dents of neighbouring 
areas. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government should not 
presume to impose this, 
but be forced to show 
where they could alter¬ 
natively locate such 
engine testing activity. 

Engine testing at 
Nantgarw was sent to 
Rhoose airport many 
years ago, why should 
St Athan’s not go there, 
too?

This is 
now happening nearly 
every weekend. 

Day visitors to the 
beach who arrive in cars 
will have difficulty find¬ 
ing a space. 

The health and safety 
issues are horrendous. 
They drive away at the 
end of their weekend 
jaunt, leaving behind the 
firepits made with stones 


from the beach, their 
rubbish, including bro¬ 
ken bottles and the 
remains of food from 
their barbecues. 

I have nothing against 
campers who show con¬ 
sideration to their envi¬ 
ronment and other peo¬ 
ple; I was one myself for 
many years when our 
children were young - 
BUT this is not an offi¬ 
cial campsite with facili¬ 
ties. 

It is time for the Vale 
Council to face its 
responsibilities, not 
ignore the problem. 


They have two 
options; either enforce 
the No Camping rule, or 
set aside an area for 
campers with all the rel¬ 
evant facilities which 
should include a site 
manager.

M aesteg 

is a quin¬ 
tessential 
valley town with a 
homely indoor mar¬ 
ket, family owned 
shops and cus¬ 
tomers who all 
seem to know each 
other 

It would be quite true 
to say that shopping in 
the town is as much a 
social event as retail 
therapy. 

The town centre has 
undergone substantial 
regeneration in recent 
years, and has seen 
many of its fine 
Victorian and Edwardian 
shops beautifully 
restored - thanks to 
grants from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

Much of the town 
centre is listed - from 
the magnificent 
Victorian town hall with 
its clock tower that dom¬ 
inates the town centre - 
to the former North’s 
Library, now an amuse¬ 


ment centre, and the art 
deco Post Office. 

The Town Council 
has also spent £200,000 
restoring its offices 
which were built in 1913 
by the former Maesteg 
UDC. 

Maesteg offers a wide 
choice to shoppers, 
despite losing some 
shops to the credit 
crunch. New businesses 
are opening up in the 
town - a sure sign of 
vibrancy. 

The town centre 
offers a nice array of 
food shops - including 
bakery shops, a proper 
butcher. Go Bananas 
greengrocery and a deli¬ 
catessen in the inside 
market. 

The market hall is a 
pleasant place to shop 
with a choice of stalls 
selling everything from 
free range eggs and 
cooked ham to fresh 
baked bread, newspa¬ 
pers, clothing, wallpaper 
and paint. 

Pet supplies, dress¬ 
making, a cafe, a sweet

shop and a Welsh stall 
selling laverbread, 
together with other 
things, complete the 
choice. 

The market is still the 
focal point of the town 
although the outdoor 
market never recovered 
from the disastrous 
make-over brought in by 
Ogwr Borough Council 
in 1991. 

It is to be hoped that 
the final phase of the 
town centre regeneration 
will put right these 
wrongs, and also address 
issues at the bus station 
which is conveniently 
close - but in dire need 
of repair and renovation. 

The town centre 
offers a choice for shop¬ 
pers of many different 
items, including jew¬ 
ellery, clothing, children 
and baby clothes, men’s 
fashions, sports wear, 
handbags, shoes and 
household items. 

There are a number of 


larger chain stores in the 
town which add to the 
choice available. 

The closure of 
Woolworth’s in January 
was a blow to Maesteg, 
as it was to many other 
towns, but another busi¬ 
ness is now taking over 
the large empty store in 
the town’s main street. 

The news that 
Woolworth’s has been 
let has been welcomed 
by Richard Collins who 
is president of the cham¬ 
ber of trade. 

“That site is an 
anchor site for the town 
centre and footfall has 
been down in 
Commercial Street since 
it closed. Having a new 
business inside that shop 
will be a draw for peo¬ 
ple. 

“Competition is good 
because more people are 
attracted to the town if 
they have a choice of 
places to shop. 

“Maesteg has 22,000 
people so there is a 
strong customer base to 
attract new businesses 
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THE Old House is one of the oldest pubs in 
Wales dating back to approximately 1147AD. 
With its thatched roof, it has to be one of the 
most visited pubs in the country. 

It is steeped in history and was once the calling 
place of William Hopkin, a local Bard who was 
involved in that very famous love story “The 
Maid of Cefn Ydfa”

the rolling hills of Mynydd Baiden. It is 
approximately 6 miles from Sarn services on

Maesteg has become 
the hub of bilingual 
secondary education 


I T was a special 
day for educa¬ 
tion in Maesteg, 
when the new com¬ 
prehensive school 
was officially 
opened by the First 
Minister, Rhodri 
Morgan AM. 

He praised the £24m 
state-of-the-art compre¬ 
hensive and told the 
audience of pupils, 
teachers and VIPs that 
the new facilities 
“opened up a whole new 
world for learning in the 
Llynfi Valley”. 

Based at the former 
Maesteg Washery site, 
the 1,300-pupil new 
school was the result of 
a private finance initia¬ 
tive between Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council and a consor¬ 
tium formed by Babcock 
and Brown. 

The former upper 
school site has now been 
developed as Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg

Mr Morgan said the 
two new schools repre¬ 
sented a “win-win” for 
the area and that educa¬ 
tion in Bridgend county 
borough has taken a 


“huge leap forward”. 

He added: “This is 
our ambition for Welsh 
education - that our 
children should be edu¬ 
cated in facilities such 
as these.” 

Before the official 
ceremony, Mr Morgan 
enjoyed a tour of the 
new school, including 
the impressive central 
atrium. 

The First Minister 
and guests were then 
treated to performances 
by the pupils - including 
folk dancing, singing 
and a sketch by the 
school drama group. 

Mr Morgan was pre¬ 
sented with a book on 
the Llynfi Valley by 
head boy Owen Jones 
and head girl Megan 
Heffey, and the ceremo¬ 
ny ended with the Welsh 
national anthem, led by 
Maesteg Male Voice 
Choir.

A t this time of the year, most 

healthy plants and trees are burst¬ 
ing into growth in the garden. 
Some may need artificial help, by which I 
mean fertilizer, organic or artificial, in 
order to maintain growth or flower. 

If manure is used only, mature older manure is 
any good - at least three-plus years. 

Our climate is pretty wet, but with most areas 
in the Vale thick clay is under the topsoil. This 
makes it hard for drainage and difficult for plants 
and trees to pick up water in a dry spell. Do 
remember to water moderately. 

The planting season is over, so it is a bit late for 
me to say this, but always think before you buy a 
plant or tree. Remember how much maintenance 
is required, how fast and big it grows and ask 
yourself does it produce thorns? 

There are a few leaves which are even poison¬ 
ous to animals.

here are visceral and 
hard-hitting, Mann get¬ 
ting in among the gun¬ 
fire. 

The performances are 
uniformly superb. The 
cast is filled out with 
some excellent actors in 
both big and small roles, 
such as Marion 
Cotillard, Billy Crudup 
and Stephen Graham. 

In the lead, Johnny 
Depp is, as ever, excep¬ 
tional, infusing Dillinger 
with the right mix of 
danger and charm. 

Portrayed as a gentle¬ 
man robber, offering 
female victims his coat 
and telling bank cus¬ 
tomers he’s not there for 
their money, he is a cap¬ 
tivating character that 
Depp invests deeply in 
and comes up trumps. 

For those who have 
pegged Christian Bale as 
more of a shouter than 
an actor after his vocal 
display in Terminator: 
Salvation, then there is 
much to enjoy from his 
performance as the agent 
tasked with capturing 
Dillinger. 

Bale is measured, 
concise and mannered 
here, bringing a quiet 
resolve to a character 
who is put straight into 
the firing line, and 
whose methods are in 
advance of the rest of 
the bureau. 

The schism between 
Dillinger and Purvis may 
be easily compared to 


that of the characters 
portrayed by De Niro 
and Pacino in Heat (law¬ 
man versus criminal), 
but unlike that film 
which showed both sides 
of the characters’ lives, 
Purvis is shown only at 
work, hunting Dillinger; 
there is no real depth to 
the character, and it 
makes him a touch one¬ 
dimensional. 

This is redolent of the 
film’s main problem; 
although clocking in at 
130 minutes, come the 
roll of the credits you 
don’t feel like you’ve 
learnt much about any of 
the characters. 

There is no explana¬ 
tion, other than a single 
cursory sentence spoke 
by Depp to explain why 
Dillinger became the 
man he did. Nor do we 
learn as the film pro¬ 
gresses what motivates 
him. 

While he comes 
across as more dimen¬ 
sional than Purvis, that 
is mainly due to Depp’s 
performance and the 
amount of screen time 
he has; it isn’t a big 
enough flaw to derail the 
film, but it does take the 
sheen off what is still a 
very good piece of work. 

VERDICT - A shiny, 
glossy visual surface 
gives way to a screen¬ 
play that doesn’t quite 
have the depth you 
would hope, but Public 
Enemies is still a won¬ 
derful film that showcas¬ 
es excellent performanc¬ 
es from Depp, Bale et al, 
and features Michael 
Mann at his most visual¬ 
ly arresting. 

Had the film got 
under the skin of its 
characters a bit more, 
however, it would have 
been a truly excellent 
piece. Enjoyable.

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ST DAVID’S PUPILS GET A GREEN AWARD 


THE children of St David’s Church in 
Wales Primary School, Colwinston, are 
celebrating after their work on energy was 
announced as a winner in the TOTAL 
Green School awards, netting them a £500 
prize. 

The aim of the awards is to inspire young people 
to take an active interest in the environment, and to 
raise awareness of the need for sustainable energy 
sources. It is run by the Young People’s Trust for the 
Environment (YPTE) and supported by TOTAL, the 
fifth-largest energy company in the world. 

A spokesperson reported that the children learned 
about different forms of alternative energy, chose 
sites in the school grounds for a hypothetical wind 
turbine and solar panels, and learned about how 
energy is produced from these sources. 

They also looked at the school’s energy efficiency, 
appointing monitors to check that electrical items 
such as lights and computers were being turned off 
when not in use.

THE OLD RACECARD THAT 
BROUGHT BACK HAPPY 
COWBRIDGE MEMORIES 


M y thanks 
go to a 
Glamorgan 
GEM reader, Mr 
Michael Clay, who 
kindly left a number 
of old point-to-point 
racecards for me at 
the Eastgate office, 
and they certainly 
brought back some 
happy memories. 

Memories of more 
than 50 years ago when I 
used to catch the bus 
from Cardiff to 
Cowbridge with my 
uncle Philip and walk 
over the fields to the 
slopes of Penllyne Castle, 
where the Llangeinor, 
Glamorgan and Pentyrch 
hunts held their annual 
races over the old 
Cowbridge National 
Hunt racecourse. 

I have before me now 
the racecard for the 
Llangeinor meeting held 
on April 19, 1952, and 
some of the horses’ 
names are music - in this 
case - to my eyes. 

Mr RB Williams’s 
Sylvester 77, Mr J 
Thomas’s Cottage Call, 
Mrs BE Jones’s Spurn 
Head, Mr R Thomas’ s 
Drake 77, Mr J H Clay’s 
Steal Away and Mr CR 
Harris’s Sally-On. 

These were the days 
when a brand new Austin 
A40 Somerset - accord¬ 
ing to the racecard - 
would have set you back 
£467, plus £260.18.11 


purchase tax. 

Standing at home at 
AD Thomas’s Grange 
Stud Farm, Duffryn, 
Neath - so the racecard 
informs us - was The 
Admiral (1944) whose 
sire Blue Peter was the 
winner of £31,964, 
including the Derby, 
2,000 Guineas and 
Eclipse. 

The dam Rose In The 
Valley, we learn, was: “A 
good winner and dam of 
winners.” 

This was the first year 
the old Penllyn race¬ 
course was used for 
point-to-points and the 
change of venue met 
with the instant approval 
of owners, riders, trainers 
and the public alike. 

In the men’s open 
race, Pembrokeshire’s 
Fred Mathias, riding his 
father Ivor’s eight-year- 
old chesnut gelding, 
Gaelthaght 11, scored a 
10-length win over 
Castleton’s Bill Jones, 
who was riding his wife’s 
Spurn Head. Bill, who 
was something of a leg¬ 
end in hunt-racing cir¬ 
cles, had his revenge 
over the same course a 
fortnight later, when con¬ 
testing the Welsh 
Hunters’ Cup at the 
Glamorgan, he and Spurn 
Head came home two 
lengths clear of Fred’s 
mount Lydstep Haven. 

There were seven 
entries for the members’ 
race and these were TM

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British Lions' tour has clear 
lessons for world rugby.,, 

LET PUNISHMENT 
FIT THE CRIME!

A S the smouldering heat engen¬ 
dered by an explosive, ill- 
natured and ultimately frus¬ 
trating British and Irish Lions tour 
slowly subsides, the history books will 
record a 2-1 Test series defeat at the 
hands of the southern hemisphere 
world champions. 

For the jubilant South African camp, of 
course, that unarguable fact is really all that 
matters. Their revenge mission (after the 
indignity of the previous series loss to the 
Lions 12 years ago) had been accomplished - 
though far from being the one-sided tri¬ 
umphant march many had predicted long 
before the tourists left home soil. 

However, for the British and Irish tourists, 
stark statistics do not tell the full story of a 
controversy-ridden, often acrimonious 10- 
match tour in which they garnered an impres¬ 
sive total of 309 points, compared to the vari¬ 
ous opposition’s 169 - and lost just two fix¬ 
tures by the closest of tight margins. 

Unfortunately, they were the two that mat¬ 
tered - the Lions going down by 26-21 in the 
first Test at Durban and 28-25 at Loftus 
Versfeld in the second Test. 

Alas, last Saturday’s stirring 28-9 third Test 
win in the very heartland of South African 
rugby, formidable Ellis Park, came too late to 
make any difference to the final outcome of 
the 2009 series. 

The injury-ravaged Lions may have scored 
more points overall in the three Tests (74 com¬ 
pared to the Springboks’ 63) but they had 
already been KO’d in round two, so were con¬ 
cerned only to prevent a humiliating historic 
whitewash in Johannesburg. 

The day a patched-together Lions team shut 
out the world champions and salvaged bat¬ 
tered pride in some style, with three unan¬ 
swered tries (two by born-again virtuoso 
Shane Williams, and one by his wing partner, 
the rehabilitated Ugo Monye) will no doubt go 
into Lions’ folklore. 

For Ian McGeechan and his fellow coaches, 
though, that is small consolation, for they 


know full well that their squad was capable of 
achieving so much more - and that each of the 
Tests provided ample opportunities, some 
courtesy of Springbok over-confidence, to 
reverse the series result. 

For example, in the second half at Durban 
after poor Phil Vickery was ‘Beasted’ up front, 
the South Africans suddenly made wholesale 
changes and very nearly paid the price, 
outscored by three tries to one and clinging on 
desperately at the end. 

In the second Test on the high veldt, the 
stunned world champions again appeared to 
be visibly wilting, rescued in the second half 
only by uncontested scrums, after the devas¬ 
tating loss of the two Lions’ props and centres, 
and a last second, long-range penalty kick to 
snatch the series out of the air. 

On Saturday, the Springbok head coach 
again demonstrated his naivity (or was it mis¬ 
placed over-confidence?) with 10 changes, pre¬ 
sumably in the belief that the decimated Lions 
were now ripe for the whitewash. 

If so, he was sadly mistaken, with the influ¬ 
ential Stephen Jones, who ran Jamie Roberts 
close as the Lions’ man of the series, again 
masterminding an heroic team display (in 
which this time Vickery was prominent for all 
the right reasons) and South Africa were limit¬ 
ed to just three penalty kicks. 

As Geech and Co reflect on what might 
have been, they are honest enough to admit 
that a difficult needle tour, marked by some 
inconsistent refereeing and ill luck with 
injuries to key personnel, was not helped by 
the Lions’ own shortcomings at crucial times 
on the field, and also certain selection deci¬ 
sions that, with hindsight, did not work. 

However, an overwhelming lesson to be 
learned from this fractious tour is that rules 
on the correct use of red (and yellow) cards, 
together with more meaningful punishment for 
offenders, must be standardised and rigidly 
enforced in both hemispheres, to prevent the 
image of rugby being further tarnished by the 
kind of scenes witnessed in the second test by a 
global audience of millions. 

If not, players will continue to be put danger¬ 
ously at risk of serious injury. IRB please note!
